In Ireland, potatoes are boiled to perfec­ 
tion. 
The humblest peasant places hlffytttY 
toes on his table better cooked than eoold 
half the cooks in America, trying their best. 
I’otatoes should always be boiled with thrift 
“ jnekcts.” 
I’eeling a potato before boiling 
is offering aprem ian for water (o run through 
it, and making them waxy and unpalatable. 
They should be throughly washed, and p a t 
intocold water. In Ireland, they ulwaya nioka 
pisco of the skin before they place them in th* 
p u t; tho water is gradually heated, but never 
allowed to boil; cold w ater should be added 
as soon as tho water commences fouling; and 
it should thus be checked until tho potato** 
aro d o n e; the skins will not bo broken or 
cracked until the potato is throughly dono; 
pour the water off completely, and let thft 
skins be throughly drv before peeling.

A W a te r S p o u t on th e P ra irie . 
terrible Deri ruction o f U ft and Properly. 
—The telegraph has already famished as 
with a brief account of a severe tornado at 
Iowa Citr. but a letter from that place to the 
S . Y. Tribune, dated May 26, gires these par­ 
ticulars : 
Last evening, while yet it was light, there 
arose suddenly a violent wind, accompanied 
by strong indications uf rain. 
In a few mo­ 
ments the whole horizon became pitchy black, 
and the most vivid lightning darted athwart 
the sky. A terrible thunder storm burst 
upon us. While yet it was raging feorfnlly 
the sky suddenly appeared unclouded in the 
east for a space several inches in width.— 
Many of oar citizens discovered, indistinctly 1 
at first, the rapid approach of an immense 
«sterspout. Tbe phenomenon was so unus­ 
ual that tho attention of hundreds was drawn 
to it, Tbe appearance of the huge volume of 
water as it reached from earth to sky—sway­ 
ing to and fro tike a rope hung in tbe wind— 
was exceedingly grand. The water-spout re­ 
mained in sight nearly fifteen minutes, when 
tbe sky becoming obscured, it was lost tight 
of. 
Scarcely an hoar elapsed before news was 
bronglit that Jesse Berry, a member of our 
common council, had beon killed in.a barn, 
which was thrown dowu by the violence of 
the wind and water. 
Tbe next express from th# country brought 
nt information that a familv by tbe name of 
Morgan, three in number, had been struck 
—two of its members killed instantly, and 
the mother so seriously injured that it is 
thought impossible for ber to recover. Two 
men, whose names I could not learn, were 
killed instantly. Many havo had their legs 
or arms broken, and others have suffered from 
contusions and fractures, occasioned by the 
fall of houses which bad been blown down 
upon them. 
The water-spout seems to have been front

The most destructive bail storm that ever 
occurred in this county, visited portions of it 
oa Monday last about 4, P. M. 
The raiu 
descended in torrents in this vicinity, aocom- 
panied by a “ sprinkling ” of hail, but pro­ 
duced no damage worth mentioning beyond j 
tlie ‘‘ washing” of several corn fields. 
In! 
the neighborhood of Iluntcrstown, however, ^ 
and from that point south-eastward, by New 
Ox ford, os far as Hanover, and north-westward 
a* for as Middletown and Bendcrsviile, the 
hail came dutvn with terrific force, catting off 
and crushing all the growing grain and gross ; 
in it* course, and rendering utterly worthless , 
hundreds, yea thousands of acres, which b u t, 
a moment before promised an almost un- ¡ 
parallcdly heavy yield. 
A more pitiable 
sight the enterprising husbandman never 
before had presented to his eye. 
Farm after 
farm, to tbe breadth of a mile or more, and 
probably a course of eighteen or twenty 
miles in length, are entirely devastated, os 
though an instantanoous bligbt bod stricken 
them. The wheat and rye wero rendered 
perfectly headless—the grass 
as though 
closely pastured—whilst the oats and oorn 
were mown level with the earth. 
From scores 
of wheat and rye fields which came fully 
within the range of the storm, not a bushel 
nf grain can be expected, so complete is the 
destruction. 
The hail, much of It, was as large as a 
liuJJeJ walnut, sad in plaees it washed to. 
gotber to the depth of several feet—so thick 
that on Tuesday evening all had not yet 
melted. . 
The amount of loss is hardly to be estimated 
in dollar* and cents, aad the visitation will 
full with almost crushing weight opon many 
a renter—many who depended with certainty 
upon the yield* of their flourishing crops to 
enable tbem to meet their financial engage­ 
ment*. 
But by all within it* immediate 
•cope will this extraordinary ttorm be loag 
remembered, and tho sincere wish entertain­ 
ed that they “ may never look upon its like 
again." 
In addition to tbe destruction of the grain 
and gross crops on the eourse indicated 
above, tlie fruit is ruined, the gardens are 
blighted, and no little injury is done to 
buildings beyond the ordinary breaking of 
window lights whioh attends the heavy fail­ 
ing of hail. Many of the forest trees are also 
shorn of much of tbeir foliage. 
We are told that in tbe neighborhood of 
Fluhr’s Church, on the Chambersburg Turn­ 
pike, the hail also did considerable darn ago 
to the groin and grass on several farms. 
To give our readers an idea of the charac­ 
ter of tho storm at Uanovor and in tbe lower 
ond of tfiis county, we clip tbc following from 
the Hanorer Spectator:— 
' 
The hail stones wbich fell in the borough 
meusured some of tbem ,/bur anda halfinrhet 
in circumference, many of tbem were the size 
of hickory nuts, while most of them were 
about the size of musket bullets. They were 
bardundsolidlumpsofice, and descended with 
territie force and tremendous effect. It is es­ 
timated that from three to four thousand pane* 
of window glass were shattered within the 
limit* of the town. Our offioe and dwelling 
suffered to the extent of 57 pans* and many 
id our neighbors fared aa badly. The Luth­ 
eran Church lost, we are told, 126 panes. In 
other parts of th* boroagb tbe effect* «f tbe 
storm were more disastrous still. Oa Ab- 
bottstown Street near tbe Railroad a brick 
building ik tba eoaraeaLaraeeioa aad teady 
fur tbe roof, the property of Mr. Jacob Myers, 
was noarly demolished by the partial destruc­ 
tion of the walls, involving we should sup­ 
pose u very considerable pecuniary loas. The 
r«9f nt Mr. Davis Garber* livery stable warf 
likewise injured, though not we beliete to a 
serious extent We are informed’ that the 
ro»f of a freight ear on the Gettysburg Rail­ 
road wtt* torn away by tbe storm, and we are 
authorized to state tbe almost incredible 
fact that a number of holes were actually 
driven through the sheet iron roofiug uf a 
building belonging to the Ilanover B. R. R. 
Co., ao unprecedently violent was the descent 
of tbe hail. A gentleman belonging to York 
had his hands severely out by the hail in 
front of Mr. H. A. Webb’s grocery store, on 
Broadway Avenue. Mr. Micbael Carl, resid­ 
ing on the Carlisle turnpike, waa similarly 
injured while endeavoring to protect bin teuui 
of horses—tbe animal* were swollen os if 
stung by bees or hornets. A hail stono 
struck a dog running upon the rail track and 
he fell a* though be nod been shot.

roof of Mesar*. 8hirk A Slagle's powder 
house waa carried off, and the gable end of 
Mr. Kindig1* barn destroyed. 
We hear uf 
treoe being broken down, fences fallen and 
many other effects of the storm in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
It raged with great violence in the 
country between this ana McSherrystown.— 
Some of tbe hail stones were a* large as hen’s 
eggs and tbe destruction of property of vari­ 
ous kinds was considerable. 
At McSlierrys- 
town the effocta were about tbe same as at 
Hanover. 
At New Oxford the storm was likewise ter­ 
rific and did immense damage, breaking glass, 
destroying gardens, stripping fruit trees, 
etc.' Our correspondent at that place writes 
to us as follows : " Rain fell in torrents inun­ 
dating our town, in fact it was impossible to 
See across the square for hail ana rain. 
It 
waa alarmingly furious and continued for 
about half an hour. 
The glass in some 
houses oxposed to the storm was entirely de­ 
molished, the garden plants all cut to pieces, 
ttnd tho peaches, plums, grapes and cherries 
stripped from the trees. 
Some supposed 
that tbe last day had surelr come, sqd one 
man was nearly frantic. 
When the storm 
had abated cart loads of bail could have been 
swept up, many of the pieces as Urge as shell 
barks. 
A few days ago farmers could speak 
of their crops in moatenaeuraging terms, not 
now however—their groin lies (Jrostrato and j 
the stalk s cut off.

There is reason for believing that tbe storm | 
did not extend very far. 
It visited Y o rk , 
however, which is 18 miles distant, while 
Littlestown, which is but 7 miles distant, 
escaped. 
Tbe York Gatetie, of Tuesday, says :— 
Yesterday afternoon, between three andl 
four o’elock, our borough and vicinity w ere! 
visited by one of the heaviest hail storms that 
bes occurred for many years in this neigh­ 
borhood. 
The storm lasted for nearly half 
an hour, and in some places the boil entirely 
corered tbe-ground. 
Tbe stones were very 
large ; and we fear that gTeat damage has 
been done to the crops and fruit, if the storm 
extended any distance around us.

mueh to be lamented , as in the first eolumn 
of this page we announce to our readers the 
promisinfappearance of the crop* everywhere 
in this county, np to the moment of writing 
the paragraph in queetion.

is about a mile in width and fonr miles in 
length. 
This isa great calamity to those 
affected by it, and very much to be regretted 
by all. • 
The storm of Friday week was very severe 
in our neighboring county of Franklin. 
The 
Chambersburg Tiantcripl says : 
In portions of Franklin county it utterly 
destroyed entire fields of wheat, rye, corn, 
oats and grass, uprooted trees, scattered 
fences and prostrated a number of out-boild- 
ings. 
An orchard on tbe premises ot a Mr.
